1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. . 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriation of the same. 

3. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repairs of highways. 

4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for culverts, bridges, and gen- 
eral expenses. 

5. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for oiling roads. 

6. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for maintaining camp roads. 

7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for winter highways. 

8. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for WPA work. 

9. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Town Poor. 

10. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Public Nurse and to be 
employed by Red Cross Organization. 

11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Public Libraries and where 
it shall be expended. 

12. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Old Home Day celebration. 

13. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
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to raise and appropriate for street lighting in the vil- 
lages, Sanbornville, Kast Wakefield, Wakefield, Union, 
and, Woodman. 

14. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for proper observance of 
Memorial Day. 

15. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Pine Blister, providing the 
State contributes a WPA appropriation. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary to pay Town Bills in anticipation of taxes. 

17. To see what sum, of money the Town will vote 
to raise for Province Lake Road with a joint account 
with the State. 

18. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for State Aid Roads on a Joint 
account with the State. 

19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $537.23 the State to contribute their 
share for Town maintenance on Class 5 roads. 

20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money for the issuance of printed matter call- 
ing attention to the resources and natural advantages 
of the Town in cooperation with other Towns in the 
Lakes Region. 

21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $100.00 to be paid to Sanbornville 
Fire Department, also a like sum to be paid to Union 
Fire Department. 

22. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell either at private sale or at public 
auction, and for such price and to such persons as in 
their judgment may seem best, any real estate or in- 
terest therein to which the Town shall obtain title by 
tax collector’s deed for the non-payment of taxes, and 
that until such property be sold the Selectmen be given 
authority to rent the same or administer it as in their 
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judgment may seem best; and to see if the foregoing 
vote shall remain in full force and effect as to future 
boards of Selectmen until it be rescinded or changed 
at some future town meeting. 

23. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to lease to the U. 8S. Government the Post 
Office quarters at Sanbornville, N. H., for a period of 
ten years, beginning July 16, 1939 to July 15, 1949; 
Rent to be $600.00 per year. 

24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $100.00, to be expended on land owned 
by the Town, adjoining Sarah’s Spa, for the construc- 
tion of a hockey and skating rink.

Following is my report for the year ending June 
30, 1938: 

The circulation for this year has been 3,703 fic- 
tion books, 681 non-fiction and 1,331 magazines, mak- 
ing a total of 5,715. We have 318 borrowers and 
have added 63 new books. Several books have been 
bought for the Congregational Reading Club. We 
have loaned some to Union for this club and have also 
borrowed from Union. Books have been borrowed 
from the Concord Library and from the Bookmobile. 
The bookmobile began operating in Carroll County in 
April, calling at libraries, schools, granges, outlying 
villages. At stops 15-20 books are left and 6 or 8 
weeks later the bookmobile calls and exchanges the 
books for another lot. A trained librarian is with 
the bookmobile and is a great help to the book service. 

For the reading table we buy the following 
magazines: 

American, Colliers, Forum, Good Housekeeping, 
Harpers, Scribners, Woman’s Home Companion, Lit- 
erary Digest which is now combined with Time, 
National Geographic, and Yankee. Two local news- 
papers are sent by the publishers, also N. H. Trou- 
badour, Specialty Salesman, “Golfing” is sent by Cour- 
tesy of Country Club. Mrs. Nancy Paul gave Roches- 
ter Courier until last winter, then Mr. Mager continued 
to give it. Mrs. Wallace Wright gave Red Book. Dr. 
Louise Paul gives Readers’ Digest and also late num- 
bers of Red Book. Mr. and Mrs. John Roberts give 
Saturday Evening Post, Pathfinder and Ladies’ Home 
Journal. Mrs. Grier gave odd copies of House Beau- 
tiful. Mrs. Mager gave Cosmopolitan. Miss Blake

A dental clinic was held in May; 112 children re- 
ceived care. Dr. Kerr’s annual clinic was held and 13 
received chest examinations. A pre-school clinic was 
held in Sanbornville, also Union. A total of 42 child- 
ren attending. 

School children raised $1.18 towards disaster re- 
lief last fall. 

The Junior Guild of Episcopal Church raised mon- 
ey for shoes and overshoes for a very needy child. 

St. Monica’s Guild were very generous in giving 
infant clothing, nurses maternity kit and various oth- 
er articles that I needed. 

The Woman’s Club gave cod liver oil for lower 
grades in Sanbornville which was a great benefit to 
the children. 

I attended Dr. Jones Orthopedic Clinic in Laconia, 
taking two children; one is now in Manchester Hospi- 
tal under treatment for Epiphyseal injury caused while 
at play. 

I had three tonsil and adenoid clinics, a total of 10 
children have had their throats corrected. 

Thirteen have had their eyes corrected.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Wakefield: 


I herewith submit my second annual report as sup- 
erintendent of schools. 

I see boys and girls come to our schools, pass 
through the grades, graduate (or drop out) and go 
into higher schools or to work: and then! ! Well, 
what then? Have the needs all been met as far as 
possible? Is the life well balanced? Is there proper 
preparation for economic and social life? Is he a 
good citizen? Can he meet the new problems of the 
day ? 

Someone has said, “The fact that some pupils 
move through our usual school classes, year after - 
year, with personality characteristics apparently un- 
changed, is probably to be interpreted to mean that 
the usual school routine has not touched the deeper 
levels of their life at all. The school which sets out 
to know the whole life of its students, and to help 
them at their points of greatest need, will find an 
extraordinary oportunity to be of aid in improving 
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relationships with other people.” Our schools are 
doing fine work along these lines, but they cannot 
do it all. 

Leadership is needed and we have some fine 
examples and splendid efforts. “Leadership depends 
on the ability of the leader to live with, enjoy and 
direct the life of vigorous youth; together with an 
idealism and an understanding which guides young 
people to a worthwhile, efficient maturity and adult 
life.”’ 

Unquestionably the first and most important in- 
fluence in the child’s life is the home—his home—and 
other homes, which make up much of his social 
environment in rural areas. According to a recent 
survey only 3% of the single youths now living at 
home expressed a preference for living away from 
home. Only a few said they did not want families 
and homes of their own. It would seem, then, that 
the home will remain as an institution—the funda- 
mental social unit. 

The schools of Wakefield are in good condition. 
Many pupils are going out into surrounding high 
schools.The number in the fall was as follows: 


Rochester High School 37 
Nute High School 6%. 
Farmington High School 2 
Austin-Cate Academy 1 


In our health work we now have the services of 
the Red Cross nurse, Mrs. Irene Jones. Her report 
is appended. 

School property is in good condition, kept so by 
repairs during the summer vacation each year. There 
is special need that water and flush closets be installed 
in the Grammar School Building. A fine installation 
has been made in the Primary Building. 

I would repeat my recommendation of last year 
that a very desirable addition to our school system 
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would be the organization of a Junior High School, 
made up of grades VII, VIII and IX. This would give 
added advantages to grades VII and VIII and would 
keep grade IX in Wakefield for another year, saving 
the town tuition expenses. Parents would also be 
saved the expense of transportation of pupils in grade 
IX. It is estimated that $2000 would be required as 
an initial expense for remodelling the Grammar School 
Building and providing proper equipment. 

Visual education has been continued. The super- 
intendent has been able to show several motion picture 
films bearing on such subjects as connect with school 
work. It is said that we learn more through sight 
than through any other sense. 

There has been no change in the teaching staff 
since the last report. The same competent teachers 
are carrying on the work. 

For the year ending June 30, 1938, we had an 
average attendance of 153, an average membership of 
160, and a percent of 95.8.
